o Be ready to give a brief but complete account of what you need— 
eliminate unrelated information. 


© Be ready to provide your full name and contact information such as 
how or where you can be reached or get messages. 


© If your inquiry involves an agency that uses an identifying case or 
file number (example: Social Security), have that number ready. 


© Besure to record the name and title of persons you talk to and 
confirm their phone numbers in your notes since you may be 
transferred or routed through an electronic menu system. 


© Keep your notes together on all of your contacts to each agency so 
that you can supply information when you make follow-up calls.
